Any person appointed to fill a vacancy shall have the same qualifications as are required of a person elected
to the office and shall be of the same political affiliation as the Councilman whose place has become
vacant. The term of office of a Councilman appointed to fill a vacancy shall be until the commencement of
the year next succeeding the first general election at which the vacancy can be filled after the happening of
the vacancy.
